Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that Sakamoto (prior art of 
record) does not teach to detect data for errors prior to processing It. Examiner respectfully disagrees. For example, Sakamoto teaches 
(col. 5) in one embodiment, "...the inversion and selection circuit 10 can automatically correct an error of 1 bit and detect an error of 2 
bits..." Furthermore, the Examiner would like to point out that Albonesi (prior art of record) also teaches to detect for errors prior to 
processing data (i.e., col. 2, lines 27-31). Applicant also contend Albonesi does not teach to replace erred data with correct data. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Albonesi teaches this in col. 8, lines 16-17, for example. It is the Examiner's conclusion that the claims of 
the present application, as presented, are not patentably distinct or non-obvious over the prior art. 
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
